Hundreds of people in the evening saw 
this bulletin. Only a little was added by the morning papers. 
In Japan it is Tuesday, the calendar being one day ahead of us 
here. No water, no food, a great city still burning is the news 
of the day. Each story only adds to the horror of the disaster. 


'•. People fled in panic to the mountains near-by. Yokohama was 
' destroyed and the capital of Japan, 17 miles away, was 
, wrecked. A typhoon blew down hundreds of buildings Satur- 
day: When it subsided earthquake shocks followed one after 
another. Buildings were piled in heaps and fire broke out. It 
was a scene of horror and death. For a hundred miles along 
the shore, towns were piled in heaps. Nagoya, a city of 350,- 
1 000. people was destroyed and other smaller towns are no 


more. Tidal waves and landslides wrecked other cities and sea 
coast villages and buried them forever. Hundreds of Ameri- 
cans are somewhere in the city of Yokohama, and Tokio houses 
several thousand Americans resident there. It will be days in 
the confusion and terror before reports of the whereabouts of 
all Americans can be learned. Only the most meagre news is

TALKS AT 
PICNIC 


Keep Out of Present European 


Troubles, Ignore Russia, 


Is Advice. 


Government action to protect the 


lnt»r*st» of the public, third party in 
the present anthracite coal situation 
which reached a crisis Friday night 
when thousands of miners walked 
out 
was 
advocated by Irvine L. 
Lenroot. Superior, junior senate r of 
Wisconsin, speaking at the picnic a,. 
Vest Park Sunday given by St. J'Jdes 
Catholic church, Beloit, and attended 
by SOO, many of them fr6m Janes- 
vilie. 
Senator Lenroot touched on several 
important problems confronting Ame- 
rica today, including the present un- 
rest and the attack on constitutional 
government. 
The Junior "Wisconsin senator said 
anthracite coal Is a necessity of life 
and'that the public is the third party 
interested. 
"Whenever a situation arises like 
that which confronts the country To- 
day, the public must be consulted and 
the public given consideration," said 
Senator Lenroot. "The time has come 
when if car*ta1 and labor can't agree 
on a fair price, the government must 
step In for protection of the people 
of the United States." 
Both Are Monopolle* 
He said the anthracite situation 


presents an absolute monopoly by 
capital where by reason of the mo- 
nopoly the operators of anthracite 
coal mines are receiving today three 
times the -profit they did before the 
war. 
On the other side "we have a 
monopoly of labor." Not one ton of 
coal can bo mined In Pennsylvania 
without the sanction of the labor 
unions, the senator said. 
i;«cnpe Europe'* Trouble* 
Senator Lenroot touched on the sit- 
uation in Europe and declared there 
can bo no peace there as long as the 
kings and ruling heads of European 
countries continue their policy of sel- 
fish domination and aggrandizement, 
exploiting one cuuntry for selfish in- 
terests. . 
"There can be no peace in Europe 
until the people of those countries 
make their statesmen change their 
policies and until they do the farther 
the United States can keep from 
European troubles the better for the 
United States and this' rest of the 
world", he said. 
"As for me" said SenatorILenroot, 
who declared he was not an isola- 
tionist, "I will never vote for send- 
ing one American soldier to' Europe 
to fight and perhaps die because of 
some quarrel bet\veen E.uropean na- 
tions." Applause greeted this state- 
ment.OppomiH Ruaalnn nccognltlon 
Ho expressed Uio hope that no pres- 
ident of the United States regardless 
of what political party will ever 
recognize the Russian government so 
long as the policies of Lcnine and 
Trotzky prevail. Presidents "Wilson 
and Harding refused 
and' Senator 
Lenroot expressed 
confidence 
that 
President Coolldge would do like- 
wise. 
.... 
"We have a, good many statesmen 
today\going over to Hussia usually 
at the expense .o£ others, to make 


. in ten days or two weeks what they 
call an Impartial investigation of 
conditions," said the junior senator. 
"Then they coma back home and tell 
us all about it. The men in such case 
come back entertaining the same 
opinions they had • when they went 
over. They saw what they went ovei 
to see and shut their eyes to th^ rest 
Senator Lenroot questioned if the 
government of Iji'ussia is as fine as 
they beautifully picture It, and that 
of the United States so bad, why some 
of these gentlemen don't move ovet 
there and live. 
Score* 1'olitlcnl CVjncka 
He warned his audience ot the 
political fiuack wl\o he said in nine 
cases out of ten'^ prescribed medi- 
cine that was worse than the disease 
and declared that the period-of dis- 
content la the harvest time for £he 
demagogue, saying that when people 
are happy and prosperous there is no 
place for' the demagogue. 
I The "\Vlsconsln.senator said "\vc are 
living in a period when forges In 
America a're trying to undermine its 
very 
foundations, to. divide 
class 
against class, race against race snc 
section against section, at a timi 
when there never was a greater reet 
for unking- our people for things tha 
really make for good citizenship." 


IVatlnn'N Foumlfitlonff ISmlaiijrered 
The \-ery foundations of our coun- 
try would be destroyed should the 
constitution be so amended that con- 
gress by a two-thirds vote coulc 
override a decision .of the United 
States supremo court, Senator Len- 
root said. 
"The written constitution protects 
the rights of minorities." he de- 
clared. 
"Religious liberty—that's 
right, 
together with other rights 
guaranteed 'under the constitution 
Hasn't that cost loo much in blooc 
and treasure to be destroyed 
b> 
some passing clamor? 
"Then these men who declare that 
Congress is controlled by Wall -street 


„ want to have the constitution sc 


amende^, that this. Wall street con- 
gress &Jild by a two-thirds vote 
deprlveiKbii of those rights. 
That's 
a sampl'fr of demagogulsm." 
He expressed his conftdense in the 
judgment 
and 
patriotism of 
the 
American people, saying that "when 
-dark cloud* gather round about1-us 
and arry Rreat crisis confronts the 
country, we will forget our little 
petty differences and meet the emer- 
gency, and standing together for al 
that is best In America make foi 
this country'a glorious future eVen 
as1 It has had a glorious past." 


OUidtre John B. Clark. Beloit, in- 


troduced Senator Lenijoot, 
as the 
"leader of those who want to know 
, where they are going to land before 
they jump." 
Games and .races were conducted. 
Music was furnished by the Fair- 
banks-Morsa band, directed by Con- 
'ductor Lhotnk. Senator Lenroot com- 
pllmente'd the band saying that in 
his five weeks' tour Just completed, 
nowhere had he heard a band which 
compared with it.

The most important astronomic 
event for September 
Is the total 


eclipse of the sun on the 10th, Here, 
as in all other total eclipses of the 
sun, totality will be visible only 
along a narrow strip ol territory. In 
this case the width of the fortunate 
jelt is B.bout 105 miles, and 
it 
touches the' United Stales only in 
he southwestern corner, including 
.he islands of Santa Catallna and 
San Clemente, the city of San Diego 
ind a strip of coast west oC Santa 
Barbara. In this region the total 
eclipse will take place.about 1 p. m., 
Standard time, and on the unlnhab- 
ted island oC San Clemente, which 
t«s across, the center ot the path.of 
totality/ the %3tal phase will last 
about 3% minutes. 
The city of Ensenada, Mex., Just 
to the south, is quite near th'e center 
of the path of totality, which then 
crosses Lower California and. its gulf 
over to Hermosillo, Mex., striking 
thence across Mexico to Tampico 
and to Cainpeche, Yucatan. The 
best positions for observation, except 
San Clemente Island, are, therefore, 
in the I>atin republic to the south, 
and a number of expeditions have 
been announced as planning to take 
observations in Mexico. 
By far the greater portion of the 
path of totality lies at sea, for it 
begins over to the south of the Si- 
berian 
peninsula of Kamschatka 
and ends in the Caribbean Sea, west 
of tt\e Lesser Antilles Islands. 
It 


will .be a fortunate sailor or pas- 
senger who finds his vessel along 
this.line at the proper instant. 
Partial Phase of tlie Eclipse. 
Those of U3 who .will not be for- 
tunate enough to make the trip to 
the more favored localities will have 
to be satisfied 'with the compara- 
tively tame phenomenon of a-partial 
eclipse, 
which 
we- 'can 
obssrve 
through smoked or dark glass, with 
or without a telescope. 
The eclipse 
will be visible earlier in the west 
than in the east. ]n the Pacific 
states the partial eclipse will begin 
about .11:15, Pacific standard time. 
In Seattle, Wash., about three-quar- 
ters of the sun's disk will be cov- 
ered, in Berkeley, Gal., OS per cent, 
and, 
of course, in San Diego it will 


be total at Its height. 
In the Central time belt the be- 


ginning of the eclipse will be about 
2:30 
and in the Eastern time belt 
about 3:45, standard time, in Jie 
afternoon. 
At New T-.-k a little 
less than half of the sun will be 
covered. 
The beauty of the total eclipse 


of the sun is due to the fact that 
tlie main body ot the sun is -sur- 
rounded by a layer of luminous 
gases 
called 
the 
chromosphere, 


which, has a rich reel color and from 
which great "flames," 
or promi- 
nences, shoot out thousands of miles 
into space.1 Outside of this layer is 
the great irregular halo called the 
corona, which is of a pale, pearly 
colored light. 
At ordinary times, 
these layers are Invisible, because of 
the blinding light, ot the sun itself. 
By means of -- certain Instruments, 
however, the chromosphere and the 
prominences can be studied at any 
time, but the corona is never .seen 
except at the time of a total eclipse. 
"Watching the Grout Phenomenon. 
Before 
the 
preliminary 
partial 
phase, begins the moon, although 
Quite close to the sun, is entirely 
invisible. 
Suddenly we notice that 
a small slice .has be6n cut off the 
sun's' disk. Gradually this 
bl^ck 
segment increases as 
the 
moon 
moves its immense .bulk into our 
line .ot sight. 
Soon more than half 


of the sun is "covered; taut even this 
.great diminution in the sun's radi- 
ating surface has.no effect upon the 
brightness of the day.- As the sun 
shrinks to a narrower crescent we 
notice, that the little patches of sun- 
light which come through the leaves 
of 
a 
neighboring. ...tree are 
also 
crescent shaped; this is a pl-nhole 
camera effect, each, little sunlit spot 
being an image ot. the sun itself.' 
The 
growing • darkness 
becomes 
noticeable now: it 
is decidedly 
strange and perhaps uncanny. 
The moon moves pn, and sud- 


denly the last lingering ray-of the 
sun's light is cut off. The darkness 
has .deepened. In that instant there 
flashes out the- rose-red chromos- 
phere and prominences surrounded 
by the 'pale glory' o£ the corona. 
Some of the neighboring stars and 
planets—Venus will be'close to the 
sun at this eclipse—also become 
visible- and add to the impressive- 
ness of the great- spectacle. 
The few minutes allotted \to us 
pass too soon, for when the' first 
ray of direct sunlight from, the west- 
ern .edge oC the sun's disk is un- 
covered by the hurrying moon, the 
vision vanishes; gradually the moon 
removes itseK from .the sun's disk 
and 
daylight 
returns 
to -normal. 
Nothing more of the 
corona or 
prominences is -, visible; 
only 
the 
mental image of nature's sublimest 
spectacle remains. 


•The Mechanics of an Eclipse. . 
The earth revolves about the sun, 
and the moon in turn about the 
earth. \Necessarily the moon will 
periodically get in Jjctween the earth 
and the sun, and this happens every 
time the moon is in the r.e.w phase. 
But wo do not have an eclipse nearly 
so often, because in order, to have 
.an eclipse the 'three bodies must lie 
fairly w.ell along a straight line, 
whereas at most moon phases .the 
moon is either too far above or be- 
low the line from the earth to the 
sun to throw a shadow right on the 
earth. 
The reason for this. Is that the 


orbit of tlie moon about the earth 
does not lie in the plane of the 
ecliptic^ in which lies tlie earth's 
•orbit abound the sun. The relative 
distances and sizes of the sun and 
moon are such that only the tip of 
the moon's conical shadow can ever 
reach the earth, and for that reason 
'the path it strikes /out, which is the 
path of totality of the eclipse, is 
itself narrow, ' averaging about 70 
miles. The speed ot the moon is so 
great that it can not cover the sun's 
disk for more than seven minutes, 


and 
the 
duration 
of 
totality 
is 
usually considerably less.

Into atomic parts, so distributed 
the tasks.as to. make the machine do what- the 
brain once did, removed all .pride in effort, en- 
feebled the human will and reduced the'strength 
of character by the assaults made upon it day 
after day with turning wheels and motor-driven 
automatons.

ville-a speaker said that ire needed-more.plck and

an expression is good for any nation—good for 
mankind or Is promising for.hls future.

Tw'o decades ago th'ere existed a numerous body, 


of people identifiable as the American public. The 
nation was divided into two 
broad 
horizontal- 


groups—republicans and.democrats. First a man 
wns-one of the public. -Second, he was either re- 
publican or democrat.

Today that order has undergone 
n, 
complete 


change. 
It began with the growth ol the labor 


unions to 'political-strength. The successes which 
this group achieved through close organization 
proved a- lesson to other groups.

The result is- that today a man is not first a 


member of the public. In relating himself to' any 
political, social or economic situation, he Us con- 
scious first of the fact that he is a member of 
a sub-classification. He is a member of the farm 
bloc, a labor union man, a closed shop man, .an 
open shop man, a prohibitionist,' an anti-prohi- 
bitionist, a" woman suffragist, a. World court man, 
a. League ot Nations man, an ultimate consumer, 
a profiteer, an international, banker, etc. 
He is 


last and least of all, a member of- the American 
public, 


The'Washiivgton observer is-in the'best position 


to see how this change .has swept the country. 
He sits in a sort of national grandstand, for it is 
to Washington that tho citizen comes to air his 
grievances and to boast of his triumphs.

The citizen who comes to Washington to testi- 


fy before a congressional committee-appears nev- 
er any more as a member ot the public, but as a 
member of some group, some special lobby. Prob- 
ably the last survivor of the public who made a. 
record of his claslficatton was Louis Branueis,of 
Boston, now an associate justice of the supreme 
court. 
Mr. Brundcis sued the New. York, New 


Haven and Hartford railroad on behalf oC the 
general public and in his .sole capacity as a citi- 
zen of Massachusetts.

.The witness who might now appear on behalf 


of the public would find an .uncertain reception. 
'He would- be confronted with^ questioning ot a 
nature which would amount to n. charge that he 
must be concealing his actual interest to -put for- 
ward so unlikely a claim as primary membership 
in the public. There'would b'Jspryiiigr'.to see, just 
who or what he actually did represent.

There no longer is a great mass of 


Americans, walking shoulder to shoulder, wlth»thc 
same general jjoal as destination.

The war accelerated the movement in this di- 


rection. It engendered -divisions which sprang 'up 
with tremendous vitality as soon.aa the armis- 
tice cut tho fasces into which patriotism and war 
had. bound the country. The post armistice busi- 
ness boom with the ensuing .business depression 
still further emphasized the tendency,'hard times 
forcing the cultivation of groups.. It was in this 
period that the farmers became especially class 
organized in the history of American politics, The 
revival of prosperity,' unevenly distributed, 'con- 
tinues and intensifies the divisions. 


The election of President Harding, as repxesen- 


tative. oC old school republicanism, by an over- 
whelming majority, indicated a desire on. the part 
of the people to give one more trial to the old 
method on the one hand and on the other indicat- 
ed that the group, or set of groups which has sup- 
ported the "Wilsonian regime lacked numbers' to 
withstand the, pressure of the aggregate 'of .an- 
other groups.. .;...

President' Hardi.hg's death definitely marks the 


end of trial of the old methods ',and his waning 
strength proves the disappearance ot the public 
and especially the disappearance of the two main 
horizontal divisions ot republicans and .democrats. 
Mr.' Coolidse takes the presidency in tho full flood 
of the new order which amounts to a revolutions 
It may be .defined in this manner: 


When a candidate for

For this reason and solely'for this reason 
it will continue to be possible for a man to be" 
elected by a. substantial majority. His vote.will 
represent a conglomeration ot hopeful groups.

the public, but having special interests chiefly at 
heart, very early will discover that the man who 
has been elected is not fulfilling their desires. As 
they are not divided in broad, horizontal divis- 
ions of republicans and democrats 'but in vertical 
divisions of. labor men, prohibitionists, .farmers, 
etc., the president will find it impossible to.satisfy •

Before his four-year term expires he 


will have failed .to fulfill-the hopes of.enovgh 
groups .to insure his're-election. Once again, the 
groups will turn to a new man to whom to f>\n 
their'hopes, elect him because there is hope in 
each group that he may be the'man to do-what 
the predecessor failed in.' •• The whole;proccss be- 
gins.anew.

What is true:'df.,'the. electorate and the presi- 


dency, by the same system of vertical.division .of 
parties and groups, becomes true oC congress and 
the statutes.

The divisions' are so many 


that it is only by jockeying and trading that 
enough groups can-be welclecl together 'to enact 
legislation.

On August 29, Governor McMaster, 


of South Dakota, issued the following

"At a meeting with Colonel Stewart, 


Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
and other Standard Oil Officials, held in 
Pierre this morning, Mr. Stewart ex- 
pressed unqualifiedly the willingness of 
Standard Oil to comply with the wishes .

"After due consideration, the Standard 


Oil officials were asked by the governor 
to maintain the present price ofl6 cents 
for the time being. I wish to accept full 
responsibility for this situation and state 


• that Standard Oil, by deed and act^is 


working in fullest co-operation with the 
governor of this state and therefore can 
m no respect be blamed for 16 cents 
gasoline from this date.

"I realize that the independents who 


have viciously assailed and attacked me 
will raise bitter complaint against this' 
condition. 
However, after due con- 


sideration and investigation, I wish to 
say that if the former gasoline pnces of 
this state were excessive, the indepen- 
dents of this state were just as respons- 
ible for that condition and were just as 
guilty of taking excess profits as was 
Standard Oil. 


"At no time during the period which 


former gasoline prices prevailed did any 
independent of this state raise one objec- 
tion or bring one complaint to this office 
in an effort to bring, about any reduction 
in price but they were perfectly willing 
to profit to the fullest extent

"I realizTthat all sorts of charges 


be made against me because of this ac- . 
tion, but in view of the fact that gasoline 
can be purchased at various refineries ; 
today for approximately seven cents a 
gallon, it' will not work injury to the 
public cause if the Independents are 


' ^forced for the time being to do business 
on a small margin of profit. There is no 
particular- reason why the State Govern- 
ment should guarantee to the Independ- 
ent Oil Dealers of this state, at least f9r 
the time being,fixed profits,especially in 
view of the fact that they were perfectly 
willing and were a party to take ex-v 
cessive profits from the people." . 


This clearly defines the position 


which the Standard Oil Company (Ind- 
iana); has .maintained throughout this 
controversy.
